THE US airforce pilot whose aircraft 
dropped the atomic bomb on Hiro¬ 
shima wants his ashes to be scattered 
off the Channel coast. 

Brigadier General Paul Tibbets who died earli¬ 
er this month at his home in Columbus, Ohio, 
aged 92 said he did not want a headstone or a 
grave - as he feared it could become a target for 
anti-nuclear protesters. 

Instead the heavily decorat¬ 
ed war hero who flew the B29 
Superfortress Enola Gay on 
its historic mission over 
Japan told friends and family 
that he wanted to be cremat¬ 
ed and his ashes dispersed in 
the English Channel - as that 
is where he enjoyed flying the 
most. 

In the years prior to his 
death, Gen Tibbets had suf¬ 
fered a series of small strokes 
and heart problems and had 
been in care at a hospice. 

A US source told this newspaper: “He laid down 
a statement in his will that there should be no 
funeral service after his death and no headstone 
for fear this might lead to demonstrations at his 
graveside. 

“He wanted to ensure that his final resting 
place would never be a pilgrimage site for oppo¬ 
nents of the use of nuclear weapons. 

“Instead he wanted to be cremated and his 
ashes scattered in the waters of the English 
Channel. It was where he had enjoyed flying most

Streets closed 
due to flooding

A TIDAL surge brought 
flooding alerts to coastal 
areas today and streets in 
Sandwich and Deal had to 
be closed by police. 

Highways Agency staff used sand¬ 
bags to protect property as the River 
Stour breached its banks in the 
centre of Sandwich. 

Beach Street in Deal was left cov¬ 
ered in shingle as the floodwaters 
pushed stones across the street. 

Three flood warnings remained in 
place along the shore into the after¬ 
noon, but Environment Agency offi¬ 
cials said the peak tide passed just 
after 11am. 

An emergency centre was set up in 
Sandwich by police and Dover coun¬ 
cil officers, while Maidstone Hospital 
was on an emergency standby. 

However, there were no reports of 
any injuries. 

Some 40 police officers were called 
to Deal after reports of pebbles from 
the beach flying across the road and 
parts of Sandwich near the town 
quay were sealed off. 

Boats moored along the river were 
securely tied to their moorings 
overnight and many owners spent 
the day on board their vessels ensur¬ 
ing they did not drift up river. 

PC Steve Harper ran the mobile 
incident centre in Sandwich which 
co-ordinated firefighters, council 
staff and police. 

He said: (t We managed to cope well 
with the situation, there was a lot of 
help from both the local council and 
the community as a whole. 

‘We had planned for this event and 
established a centre for people to use 
should they have been evacuated. 

“However, it did not come to that

and all we had to do was ensure the 
town centre car park was free of 
vehicles and seal off approach roads.” 

Sea levels were at their highest in 
the Sandwich Bay and Deal areas. 

Windsurfer Andy Janes braved the 
waters in an attempt to ride the 
waves, but admitted the conditions 
were too severe. 

“I tried to get into the surf, but I 
was just beaten back by a wall of 
water,” he said. 

“It was a truly epic sea and I love 
a challenge, but I have a young 
daughter at home so I didn’t want 
to risk it.” 

Mathilda Griggs from Sandwich 
said she had been concerned since 
flood warnings were issued late on 
Thursday. 

She said: “I was impressed at how 
much warning we received and by 
the preparations of the emergency 
services and other official bodies.”

during the war.” 

Gen Tibbets was stationed in the 
UK when America joined the conflict 
before being recalled to the US for 
the atomic bombing raid. 

On August 6,1945, he took the con¬ 
trols of Enola Gayand took off from 
Tinian Island in the Pacific. 

The atomic bomb, called Little Boy, 


exploded over Hiroshima at 8.15am, 
killing an estimated 140,000 people 
instantly, with many thousands per¬ 
ishing later from radiation sickness. 

The raid - together with a subse¬ 
quent atomic attack on Nagasaki - 
forced the Japanese to surrender and 
bought World War II to a close. 

Following the conflict, Gen Tibbets 
made a career in civil aviation until 
his retirement in 1987, he has never 
expressed any regret at the raid.

Tory parliamentary

GOING out for a Saturday night 
out with the police in Dover was a 
real experience. A night filled with 
drunken squabbles, arrests and 
swarms of bored kids. While most of 
us are tucked up in bed, the Police 
are very busy. 

Early in the evening we went to River where 
problems were reported on the recreation 
ground. There we met a crowd of teenagers who 
were polite, even charming, but very fed up. 
They wanted somewhere to go and have fun 
without annoying local residents. They felt 
there were too few options for them in Dover 
town. 

Many of the teenagers told me that their par¬ 
ents were pleased to see the back of them for 
the night. A lot of them were frustrated that 
their parents saw them as a nuisance and did¬ 
n’t seem that interested in their lives. 

It brought home to me that if we engage more 


with our younger people, they will feel more 
enthusiastic and feel less frustrated. 

Going round with the police rams home the 
message that alcohol lies at the heart of many 
problems. We stopped gangs of children drink¬ 
ing underage. The drink was confiscated, but 
you won’t catch them all. Shame on the shops 
that sell to them or allow them to get the drink. 
They are failing us all. 

And shame on the drinks’ companies that 
market booze at children. As the pubs and clubs 
turned out, the results of too much drink were 
plain. Arguments and fights, some resulting in 
arrests. 

One of those arrested was fighting drunk and 
just 16. It broke my heart to see, as he plain¬ 


tively bleated he was “standing up for my 
mate”. I really hope he knocks off the drink and 
doesn’t spend more time in the cells. 

I had visions of seeing multiple villains being 
carted off to the nick at the drop of a hat (or 
should that be hoodie?). In fact they dealt cool¬ 
ly and calmly with the sort of provocation that 
would make most of us want to take a swing. 

The emphasis was on getting drunks out of a 
situation rather than arrest on sight. “You 
never win an argument with a drunk” was 
their motto. Arrests were only made only when 
people really kicked off. For the police it is lit¬ 
erally about keeping the peace. I feel incredibly 
proud of how they do their job and quite 
amazed at the patience they have.

Discover Sniffing out drugs

to castle infiltrating town 


AFTER-DARK ghost tours are 
being held to discover the dark side 
of Dover Castle. 

The series of night-time tours 
will run from 5.30pm to 8.30pm on 
selected Fridays and Saturdays 
until February 16, 2008. 

Knowledgeable tour guides will 
lead people round the spooky 
Secret Wartime Tunnels and the 
deserted Castle Keep. 

Dover Castle’s history stretches 
back 2000 years to Roman times 
and over time many stories of ghost¬ 
ly sightings have been reported. 

Visitor Operations Manager 
Chris Pascall has seen many inex¬ 
plicable apparitions. She said: ‘We 
love hearing new stories from visi¬ 
tors. Recently, a lady sent us an 
image of what can only be 
described as a ghostly woman hold¬ 
ing a child in the medieval tunnels. 

“When we explained that people 
have heard the sound of a baby cry¬ 
ing down there you can imagine 
how shocked she was.” 

Tours cost £20 per person. They 
are not suitable for children under 
11 and all children under 16 must be 
accompanied by an adult. 


POLICE have searched passengers 
at Dover and Deal train stations as 
part of their battle against drugs in 
the district. 

Passive drugs dogs were used to 
detect signs of drug possession and 
one person was arrested in Dover. 
Five other searches were carried out. 

PC Adley, who works in Tactical 
Operations based in Maidstone, 
said: “This is an offset from 
Operation Rock to try to stop drug 
problems in the area. 

‘We want to stop the drug flow 
coming into Dover so we come to the 
stations or town with a passive 
drugs dog and carry out searches.” 

The dogs are trained for eight 
weeks to track down people who 
may have substances on them. 

If the dog persistently approaches 
somebody this indicates to the police 
that they may carry drugs. 

A search is then carried out 
although this does not necessarily 
result in an arrest. 

PC Adley said: “Not everyone that 
gets searched has drugs on them. It 
could be that they were sitting next 
to somebody in possession of drugs 
or were mixing with people using 
substances.” 


Cannabis and cocaine are the main 
types of drug found on a person in 
operations such as this. Since 
decriminalisation of cannabis an 
increase of the drug has been found 
on people. 

PC Adley said: ‘We find quite a lot 
of people with cannabis on them but 
if the amount is small we give them 
a caution. Obviously if it is more sub¬ 
stantial an arrest will be made.” 

‘We are more likely to find cocaine 
on people in the evenings and again, 
arrests are made.” 

The dogs involved in these opera¬ 
tions are gun dog breeds and are 
unaggressive by nature. 

The day’s activities were part of an 
operation to disrupt drug dealers 
and their networks which follows 
the arrests of almost 50 people in a 
series of drug raids. 

Inspector Paul Ludwig said: ‘We 
realise drugs are a concern for peo¬ 
ple in the Dover district and it can 
affect many people’s lives which is 
why this operation was set up.” 

• A 32-YEAR-OLD man from Ply¬ 
mouth has been charged with pos¬ 
sessing cannabis and released on 
bail to appear before Folkestone 
magistrates tomorrow (Thursday).

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Air your views on 
Lydd expansion 

A DATE has been set early next year to 
make the decision over plans to expand 
Lydd Airport - with the debate set to be 
broadcast live via webcam to affected 
areas on Romney Marsh. 

A full meeting of Shepway Council will 
look into two applications - one for a 
new terminal building and one for a run¬ 
way extension - on January 30 

The meeting will be held at the Civic 
Centre in Folkestone and the council is 
looking at how the debate can be relayed 
via webcam and a large screen television 
to a venue on the Marsh. 

Representatives from Lydd and New 
Romney Town Council, pro and anti 
groups and local authorities will all be 
there as will environmental groups. 

Two residents - one for and one 
against the expansion plans - will also 
be invited to address the meeting. 

Leader of the Council Robert Bliss, 
said: “Everyone recognises that this is 
one of the biggest applications this coun¬ 
cil has had to consider. 

“It is vital that we get a fair and bal¬ 
anced representation of public opinion 
as part of our decision-making process. I 
believe that the opportunities we are giv¬ 
ing for all sides to address councillors 
will achieve this. 

(f We hope to relay the debate via wide 
screen television and via webcam and 
we are currently looking at ways this can 
be done so that the debate in the council 
chamber can be viewed by a wider audi¬ 
ence.”

Charity hopes to 
win cash for centre 


FOLKESTONE Sports Centre will 
be attempting to secure The Peoples 
Millions to improve its facilities. 

The historic sports trust’s Cool 2B Fit project 
will be one of the charities appearing on the 
ITV program the People’s Millions on Tuesday, 
November 27. 

Folkestone Sports Centre is seeking to install 
a children’s gym and a dedicated dry toboggan 
slope as part of their project. 

The Sports Centre, which opened its doors to 
the public in 1972, is hoping to win the funding 
to go towards the plans for overall regenera¬ 
tion. 

Manager Tessa Stickler wants to make sure 
that a regenerated Folkestone is fit for the 21st 
century. “It is really exciting as a local person to 
see what is happening to Folkestone now, with 
the university and the developments in the 
harbour,” she said. 

“The hope is that the regeneration of the town

will bring in more people, as visitors or as per¬ 
manent residents, and we want to give them 
somewhere to do their exercise. 

“Back in July 2005 we launched our cam¬ 
paign Cool 2B Fit and the idea of that was to 
educate kids that it is far cooler to be fit than 
to be over-weight and sit in front of a TV all 
day.” 

Winning the Peoples Million would go a long 
way towards funding the plans to improve the 
now ageing Sports Centre, said Tessa. 

“The sport centre is coming up for being 40 
years old, and it is starting to look 40 years old,” 
she said, “Architecturally it is a big box, and it 
is not a particularly pretty box. 

“It is still extremely functional; it just is not 
very modern.” 

The Folkestone Sports Centre is a charitable 
trust that aims to provide low-cost exercise 
facilities to the town. 


Many generations of Folkestone’s children 
have enjoyed learning a sport at the centre. 

Recent notable alumni include Alex Heath, 
who was one of the Winter Olympics 2006 
Skiing team, and golfer Sian Reddick, who is 
currently on a golf scholarship in Texas. 

Tessa herself remembers raising money to 
finance the Sports Centre as a schoolgirl in the 
60s. 

“I was one of the many hundreds of kids that 
did the fundraising for the sports centre in the 
first place,” said Tessa, “we all did things like 
sponsored spelling and sponsored silences to 
raise some money.” 

The telephone number to vote for the Cool 2B 
Fit project is published for one day only on 
Tuesday, November 27. 

The number is available from www.biglot- 
ter 3 d 1 md.org.uk/peoplesmillions from 9am and 
is also published in the Mirror newspaper. 

The winner will be announced on Meridian 
South East News on that evening. 
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Environmental campaigners are calling for peo¬ 
ple not to drop food as it encourages the spread 
of rats. 

Pencester Gardens in Dover is just one of the 
areas of East Kent which has seen an increase 
of the rodents in recent weeks and locals are 
alarmed as it is a popular play area. 

A spokesman for Keep Britain Tidy said: "In 
the past three years we have seen a 50 per 
cent increase in fast-food related rubbish. 

"This cannot fail to attract rats which can carry 
diseases. People need to clean up after them¬ 
selves, particularly in places where children play. 

"The problem is mainly related to takeaway foods 
which people seem to think they can spill on the 
ground and they will go away by themselves. People 
need to adopt a far more responsible attitude if 
the rat population is not going to get bigger." 

Dover resident Mary Fox said: "Some people 
say you are never more than 10 feet away from 
a rat - well that's certainly true in the park."

Creatively 
developing 
the town 


PETER BETTLEY, director of 
Public Relations for the Creative 
Foundation is a man with a lot to 
talk about. 

He is busy publicising the forthcoming 
Folkestone Literary Festival, as well as the 
redevelopment of the area now known as the 
Creative Quarter. 

Also under Peter’s purview is next year’s 
Folkestone Triennial and the launch of the 
new University Centre, a joint partnership 
with Canterbury Christchurch University. 

Then there is the planned redevelopment 
of Folkestone harbour, the adult education 
centre in Tontine Street... the list goes on. 

However Yourshepway’s tour of the 
Creative Quarter begins with the new 
Folkestone Arts and Business Centre in 
Tontine Street. 

“There were big problems in building in 
this area of town,” said Peter, “it was original¬ 
ly a water plan and the Folkestone River 
flows under Tontine Street in big metal pipes, 
so it was very difficult to build here.” 

“So for that building we dug incredibly 
deep, about as deep as we went high, sending 
40 separate piles 35m deep, and all the gas

and sewers had to be diverted before we 
could begin the construction work,” said 
Peter. 

“That in itself took about four months.” 

The Arts and Business Centre is on sched¬ 
ule to open next summer, less than two years 
after the plans were completed. 

ct We held a competition to design it, five 
companies applied and the winners were 
Alison Brooks Architects, said Peter, “and 
they came up with a building that is very 
much inspired by this area of Folkestone.” 

With a public piazza planned outside, Peter 
believes the centre will become a distinct 
landmark in Folkestone. 

“Most theatres are housed in what are basi¬ 
cally boxes, even the renowned London the¬ 
atres are tucked away behind facades of 
shops,” Peter said, “so we commissioned 
something that would have architectural 
merit, but would still fulfil the purpose of 
being a theatre.” 

“This is one of our larger projects,” said 
Peter. “The idea is that it will form a centre¬ 
piece for the whole of the Creative Quarter, 
and it will open in July of next year.” 


New power station 
is generating talk 

LOCAL people have been talking about how 
they feel concerning a new nuclear power sta¬ 
tion at Dungeness. 

The site has been investigated by energy 
chiefs who want to find sites for new plants fol¬ 
lowing the Government’s recent announcement 
that nuclear power is back on the agenda. 

Dungeness A station has been decommis¬ 
sioned but the B plant is still in operation. 

The power station is one of the most impor¬ 
tant sources of local jobs, but opponents have 
long claimed it should be shut down entirely.

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Sprinkler campaign gets 
support of headteacher 

LYMPNE School headteacher Joyce Rhodes 
will be taking part in a campaign to convince 
people to install sprinkler systems to prevent 
fires. 

Mrs Rhodes will describe the day when the 
school burnt down in September 2006 and 
the effect the loss had on the community. 

The fire was caused by an electrical failure, 
but could have been prevented if a sprinkler 
system had been installed.

How long have you lived in Dover, and who or what 
brought you to the area? 


I’m actually a Dovorian in exile in that I’m 
not living in Dover - but I am trying to 
move back! I was bom and brought up in 
Dover, attending St Martin’s School (which my 
granddad did before me, as well as my cousins 
and my brother), and then Dover Grammar 
School for Girls. I come from a family that has 
been in Dover more than 400 years. 

My antecedents a couple of centuries ago 
include smugglers and ne’er-do-wells, but at the 
same time another branch were Customs offic¬ 
ers. The railways were big in our family - my 
great granddads, my granddads, my uncle and 
great uncles were all engine drivers - my own 
father was also a steam engineer, though this 
was on the cross-Channel ferries, where he was 
chief engineer. 

It isn’t surprising that the Stephenson in my 
surname comes from George Stephenson, the 
famous father of the railways, to whom we are 
related. The Knight part doesn’t denote nobility 
of any sort - among their members is a lad of 14 
transported to Australia for stealing a bowl! 




How much do you think Dover has changed over the 
years? 


A in some ways, not at all. There is the beau¬ 
tiful castle, the wonderful Western Heights, 
Kearsney Abbey, the marvellous seafront with 
the promenade, and of course the hills and 
cliffs. I used to walk for miles and miles over 


the downs, and knew every inch. There are 
still the lovely people, who are without excep¬ 
tion, super stalwart people with a great sense 
of humour, and always fascinating to chat to. 

In other ways it has changed. A big change for 
me is the road across Shakespeare Cliff. It’s a 
wonderful view over Dover as one comes down it 
to the docks - but I do sometimes feel a little sad 
that the traffic cuts across the hill there. 

One of the things that gave me quite a sur¬ 
prise was when our lovely war memorial outside 
Maision Dieu was restored. I remember the fig¬ 
ure and the panels as black, so the new colour 
felt veiy strange to me. I like it veiy much - it’s 
just different. 

Dover is fascinating and because I spend so 
much time investigating the past it’s almost like 
a palimpsest, and sometimes I have the uncan¬ 
ny feeling of seeing the townscape of the years 
gone by as I walk in the town. 

A What is your favourite thing about the area? 


H The history, people and the sense that this is 
my home, which is something that has never 
left me. I love all the different views from differ¬ 
ent places - Dover is built on the hills, so wher¬ 
ever you go you’ll find another wonderful view 
One of my favourites is coming down Con¬ 
naught Hill at night, seeing Dover lit up be¬ 
neath. I love, too, the characters in Dover - it’s 
a place where people can become characters, 
and Dover has had a good share of them. That’s 
not just older Dovorians, either - there are 


some of our younger people who are wildly 
enthusiastic and knowledgeable about the 
things they do as volunteers. And my favourite 
street of all is East Cliff, where I often walk. 

Q As the founder and chief researcher for the Dover War 
Memorial Project, do you find you get a lot of support 
from locals for your project? 

Yes, I have a huge file of wonderful letters 
and emails from people praising what we are 
doing with the project, and expressing how 
pleased they are that those who gave everything 
are being remembered in this way. There have 
been so very many people offering help - for a 
long time we were spinning with the response. 

We’ve visited hundreds of homes, where 
we’ve been privileged to be given copies of pho¬ 
tos and documents and been told stories of 
those who died and their families. We’ve 
answered thousands of queries, spent months 
researching various archives - people could 
not have been more supportive and kind. It’s 
clear that the project is filling a need for 
remembrance of our Dovorians. 

The virtual memorial, www. 
doverwarmemorialproject.org.uk, is global 
and people from around the world help us. 

Q Dover is steeped in history. As a historian, do you find it 
an interesting place to live?

Green group calls for bike 
training to be improved 

GREEN campaigners have accused Kent 
County Council of failing to provide enough 
cycle training to keep young people safe. 

Kent Green Party says the county council 
should use the government’s national train¬ 
ing scheme - instead of its own one-day 
courses. 

Campaigner Steve Dawe said: “Kent’s 
courses are not being run under the 
Government’s national scheme, in which 
far more training is provided. 

“Medway uses the government scheme, 
gets a grant, and does not charge young¬ 
sters or their families for cycle proficiency 
training.” 

But KCC cabinet member for highways 
Keith Ferrin said: ‘We take cycle training 
very seriously. We offer our own Kent Rider 
scheme as an introduction to safer cycling 
for Year 6 pupils countywide. 

“About 10,000 pupils were successfully 
introduced to cycling in this way during the 
last school year. 

“The Kent scheme offers a one-day, on- 
the-road course with a ratio of one instruc¬ 
tor for every six pupils. 

“Parents pay £15 a year for the course 
which, I believe, represents good value-for- 
money.” 

He added: “In an ideal world we would 
offer free training to all, but the cost to the 
taxpayer would run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds.” 

Over half our schools are 
officially labelled healthy 

A TOTAL of 310 schools countywide have 
been officially designated as “healthy”. 

The NHS and Kent County Council are 
behind the move, which promotes fruit and 
veg tuck shops, healthy menus for lunch 
and physical activities. 

It is designed as part of a lifestyle package 
which also includes educational standards 
and personal well-being. 

A total of 59 per cent of schools across the 
county have currently qualified for the 
award. 

Chris Wells, KCC schools chief, said: 
“Hopefully the programme will influence 
pupils throughout their lives and in turn 
inspire their families to healthier 
lifestyles.”

Remembering duty, honour and 
self-sacrifice in today's world 


ACCORDING to various radio 
reports on Sunday, the Remem¬ 
brance Day commemorations 
across the country were attended 
by a handful of older people. 

Well, that certainly wasn’t the case in 
Folkestone, where the parade along the top of 
the cliff attracted several hundred people - 
and many of them were youngsters. 

As well as representatives of the town’s 
Army and Sea Cadets and the Air Training 
Corps, there were plenty of the younger gener¬ 
ation in the crowd. 

There was even one young girl who was part 
of the pipe and drum band. 

All behaved impeccably and with great dig¬ 
nity - especially the young people who went 
up to the town war memorial and laid their 
wreaths. 

While also a chance for veterans to parade 
once a year in their medals, it was also an 
occasion during which young people could see 
at first hand the older generation who ensured 


this country’s continuing freedom. So it really 
does still serve a purpose - despite the views 
of a few privileged media types who can use 
the airwaves to spout off whenever they feel 
like it. 

In fact I was thinking as I watched the 
assembly that such an occasion can rarely 
have been more poignant. 

This year has been the worst in terms of 
casualties for this country’s armed forces since 
1982 - when the Falklands War took place and 
the troubles in Ireland were still all too grimly 
evident. 

Since November 11, 2006, a total of 222 
British servicemen died, including 93 killed on 
active service - 51 in Iraq and 42 in 
Afghanistan. 

Both these conflicts are far from home and 
some military top brass have spoken of a 
growing rift between the armed forces and the 
population as a whole. 

The wars, particularly that in Iraq, remain 
unpopular among most people, and certainly 
there are none of the pageantry and parades 
associated with returning troops that are on 


show in the USA. In some parts of America - 
particularly rural areas - houses with yellow 
ribbons outside and photographs of service 
personnel are common. 

The US armed forces deployment may be far 
greater, but it also seems to have more routes 
within communities. 

So what better way to reinforce the bond 
between people across this country and our 
military than to show what has been sacrificed 
by so many people in the past to ensure the 
freedoms we now enjoy? 

It is sad that current conflicts are so fre¬ 
quently adding to the list of those who have 
died while serving their country. 

But parades such as those at the weekend 
are the best way of reminding younger mem¬ 
bers of our communities values such as duty, 
honour and self-sacrifice - qualities that are 
sadly absent from so many other areas of 
today’s way of life.

The black conventional clock hands work quite independently from the tide hand and can be 
adjusted using the small fly wheel on the back of the movement. The tide hand can be adjusted 
using the larger wheel, again found on the back of the movement.

NEIL 
ARNOLD 

Neil Arnold, one of 
Kent's leading crypto¬ 
zoologists (he studies 
animals believed to 
be extinct), discusses 
sightings of the 
mysterious big cat 
across the county 

How did you get into studying big cat 
sightings? 

It all started when I was eight or nine. I used to live 
near Blue Bell Hill and got interested in some of the 
stories about the place. I started collecting cuttings 
when I was about 12 and it grew from there. Now 
I'm almost a full-time crypto-zoologist, someone who 
studies hard to find animals. It's more than a hobby. 
People call me when they've seen a big cat, or claim 
to have hit one in their car, so I have to know what 
I'm doing. I deal with a lot of nutters, but you get 
used to that. 

Have there been any local sightings? 

In Faversham the sightings are few and far between, 
although there have been reports of a big cat in the 
orchards at Brogdale, lazing about in the sun. 
Canterbury is a real hot-spot - both Canterbury and 
Ashford are some of the hottest parts of the county. 
There are regular sightings all though the year, and 
there have been sheep attacks in villages around 
Canterbury. People think they have escaped from the 
zoos down there, but that's complete rubbish. 

Where do they come from? 

People think it's a modern thing, but it goes a lot 
deeper. The Romans brought thousands of exotic 
animals over to use in their amphitheatres, and of 
course some escaped. But there was no register or 
anything in those days, so no one knew how many 
there were. This has persisted right up to Victorian 
times, when big cats used to feature in travelling 
shows. Up until the 1950s it was still possible to 
order a leopard in Harrods, or get one through the 
classifieds.

Robert's focus 
on America

ACTOR and director Robert 
Redford has no intention of mel¬ 
lowing with age - despite turning 
71 this year. 

In fact the star says he is more opinionated 
than ever - particularly when it comes to the 
current situation in the US. 

“It’s true to say I’m probably getting angrier 
and more engaged,” he says flashing his trade¬ 
mark blue eyes. 

“I’m aware that America has a lot of power 
and a lot of ability to do good in the world, so 
I’m very interested in what has happened to 
our reputation in the world since 9/11.” 

Redford’s laid-back demeanour and gentle 
manner belies a fierce passion for politics 
which he’s channelled through some of cine¬ 
ma’s most influential films, like The 
Candidate and All The President’s Men. 

And almost 40 years after hitting the big time 
in Butch Cassidy And The Sundance Kid, he 
has come out with all guns blazing again. This 
time, with his latest movie Lions For Lambs, he 
has his targets firmly set on the American 
media, education and on US Congress. 

Redford, who also directed the film, stars 
alongside Tom Cruise and Meryl Streep as an 
idealistic college professor who inadvertently 
propels two of his former students into the 
Afghanistan war with tragic consequences. 

Though he had not directed a film for seven 
years, the veteran star says the screenplay 
immediately resonated with him. “I was sur¬ 
prised by it because it was political and there’s 
so much commercial insecurity about films 
these days it seems that only the ones that 
play safe get made. 

“Those that are more risky in nature, that

maybe make you think or wonder, are harder 
to come by. And yet those are the films I’ve 
always enjoyed making,” he explains. 

“To me, it’s a film about personal responsibili¬ 
ty, about young people accepting the role they 
play in shaping the future and about how we 
each deal with our choices in life.” 

Playing a college professor also struck an 
ironic chord with the star, as his own education 
was cut short when he was kicked out of the 
University of Colorado for drunkenness. 

The failed college student went on to become 
one of the most successful actors in screen his¬ 
tory thanks to acclaimed performances in hit 
films such as Butch Cassidy, The Sting, The 
Way We Were and The Great Gatsby. 

He’s also proved to be equally skilled behind 
the camera with an Oscar win for his directo¬ 
rial debut Ordinary People and a nomination 
for his 1994 film Quiz Show.

Despite his stellar career Redford has main¬ 
tained his integrity as a committed environ¬ 
mentalist and set up the hugely-successful 
Sundance Film Festival, which encourages 
new film-makers and actors. 

He gave two of the hottest current talents in 
Hollywood their big break, Brad Pitt in A 
River Runs Through It, which he directed and 
Scarlett Johansson, in The Horse Whisperer. 
His latest find is rising British star Andrew 
Garfield, who appears in Lions For Lambs. 

“I’ve always enjoyed finding new people,” 
said Redford. “I knew Andrew was English 
and I’d seen a lot of American actors, but I was 
very impressed that he could come in and read 
the part perfectly in an American accent.”

Enjoy an exotic island mixer

A FEW miles south-west of its 
rather more exotic neighbour 
Mustique, Canouan may at last be 
ready to shrug off its image as the 
forgotten island of the Caribbean. 

Thanks to the vision of two multi-million¬ 
aires, the green and hilly three square miles of 
Canouan have been sensitively transformed 
into a luxury, multi-activity holiday destina¬ 
tion. 

The island now offers everything most visi¬ 
tors could possibly want - thanks to Swiss- 
Italian banker Antonio Saladino and 
American businessman Donald Trump, who 
have ensured there is plenty to do ashore and 
afloat, as well as simply soaking up the sun. 

At the heart of the Grenadines chain, 
Canouan has five palm-fringed, soft white 
coral sand beaches, bath-warm brilliant 
turquoise seas, a 1.5-mile coral reef, views for 
miles over the Caribbean from its peaks and 
average minimum temperatures around 25°C. 

Visitors meander the snaking network of 
narrow roads and paths in golf carts, taking 
care to avoid the population of tortoises - 
known locally as turtles - after which the 
island was named. 

A 15-year plan to build 135 high-spec Trump 
Island Villas, costing from about £1 million, 
will enable the super-rich to have their own 
slice of secluded Caribbean paradise here, 
with breathtaking views.

Shorter-term, and less well-off, visitors can 
wallow in top-of-the-range facilities on the 
300-acre, five-star Raffles Resort instead, and 
the smaller Tamarind Beach Hotel & Yacht 
Club, with both offering superb world cuisine 
at various gourmet restaurants. 

Raffles Resort Canouan Island complex - 
the luxury hotel group’s first resort in the 


western hemisphere - opened in August 2004. 

An amphitheatre-shaped, palm tree setting 
overlooking sheltered Carenage Bay, it holds 
156 dramatically decorated and stylishly fur¬ 
nished one to four bedroom suites and villas, 
with garden, ocean or golf course views. 

If you can drag yourself away from the 
hotel’s gorgeous confines, there’s plenty to see 
and do. We took a high-speed motorboat to 
Tobago Keys, just 40 minutes away. Because 
our visit was in the September-October close 
season, we had this island virtually to our¬ 
selves - although a chap soon appeared with a 
wide choice of T-shirts for sale. 

With many young people leaving to find 
work on other islands, Canouan’s population 
dwindled to under 500. But in 1990, Saladino 
took a 99-year lease on 1,200 acres, two thirds, 
of the island. 

The story goes that he was unable to build 
on Mustique and saw Canouan’s potential just 
a few miles across the Caribbean. 

Since then the banker and Canouan Resorts 
Development, which he heads, have spent 
more than £100m installing an airstrip, roads, 
electricity, water production, a clinic, schools 
and a training college. 

Now there are some 500 people working at 
the island’s 300-acre Raffles Resort, more than 
80 at Tamarind, and some 300 for Trump’s 
villa developments building company. 

Raffles merits such a large workforce. As 
well as the golf course and the fabulous 
restaurants, it has a well-equipped gym and 
also offers tennis, yoga, mountain biking and 
power walking, and sea sports including wind¬ 
surfing, sailing diving and snorkelling.

Trinny and Susannah 
shape up UK's women

FROM cellos and goblets to bricks 
and lollipops, Trinny and 
Susannah believe they’ve finally 
come up with the 12 definitive 
female body shapes after 
interrogating thousands of British 
women about their saddle bags, 
muffin tops, cankles and pot 
bellies. 

“In our first book we researched the big 
issues for women such as massive or no boobs, 
flabby arms, wide hips, short legs, flabby 
tummies and so on, but over the years a lot of 
women have pointed out that some of the rules 
contradicted each other. We thought we’d 
better deal with that so we came up with the 
12 shapes,” Trinny explains. 

“There’s way too much emphasis on what 
dress size someone is but I never, ever look at 
the labels in clothes when I’m dressing 
somebody. I look at the woman’s shape and the 
contrast between her boobs and tummy or 
whatever, not by picking out a size 14 jacket 
and just hoping it works.” 

Susannah adds: “Basically, we wrote The 
Body Shape Bible to give women confidence 
and to stop them pulling their hair out when 
they go shopping for clothes!” 

Trinny and Susannah’s latest tome 
highlights the main characteristics of each of 
their 12 new female body shapes and 
illustrates how just how easy it is to make 
simple mistakes by blindly following fashion 
instead of being aware of what suits your 
shape. 

“The rules and ideas in the book are simple

and fundamental so, for example, if you are a 
comet shape with wide shoulders, narrow hips 
and long legs you should always wear A-line, 
single breasted jackets because you’re top 
heavy,” Susannah reveals. 

“Or if you’re a column shape, you should 
always try to break up your up-and-down body 
with a funky belt, or a top or dress with a 
cinched-in waist so that it draws attention to 
the middle of your body.” 

In their brand new ITV1 series, Trinny and 
Susannah Undress The Nation, the girls have 
the chance to take their innovative new dress 
code for a road test all over the UK to tackle 
the country’s major style issues. 

“Something like 46 per cent of British 
women are over a size 16 but 80 per cent of 


high street shops don’t stock size 16 and above 
so larger women often have to shop via 
catalogues and mail order,” reveals Trinny. 

“The situation is getting better but it’s still 
very difficult, so rather than going into a shop 
and picking out all of the size 16s or 18s to try 
on, no matter what style they are, we want 
women to ignore the sizes and find the right 
clothes for their shape instead. 

“Just go in and think ‘right, I’m going to find 
all the double-breasted jackets, or all the A- 
line skirts, or all of the long tailored trousers 
with pockets at the back or whatever it is that 
suits my shape’ rather than trying on twenty- 
odd random items in the same size and then 
getting depressed because none of them 
actually suit you,” she recommends. 

Of course, it’s not only grown women who 
make fashion disasters. The teenage 
generation are just as guilty of putting 
together catwalk-copied outfits which 
generally do them no favours at all. 

“Right now I would say that a lot of women, 
especially teenage girls, are wearing very 
unforgiving skinny jeans simply to feel 
fashionable and, lets face it, only someone with 
a Kate Moss-type figure ever looks any good in 
them,” warns Trinny. 

“Teenagers are under such enormous 
pressure from their peers and the media and 
it’s pretty tough if they’re not the exact shape 
that society dictates they should be. 

“In my opinion a girl who is pear shaped can 
still look great as she could just wear a baby 
doll dress with leggings that come down her 
mid-calf as a trendy alternative to skinny 
jeans. There’s no shape dilemma that can’t be 
solved,” she says.

Noisy neighbours 
top quarrel polls 

NOISE is still the main reason for neigh¬ 
bourly disputes, according to research by 
Halifax estate agents. 

In the last 12 months over a quarter of 
us admit to having had disagreements 
with neighbours - 26 per cent of these 
were linked to noise. 

The report goes on to list the other 
main causes for neighbours to fall out, 
including boundary disputes (14 per 
cent), pets (11 per cent), parking (10 per 
cent) and bordering or overhanging trees 
and plants (7 per cent). 

Figures show that women outnum¬ 
bered men when it came to complaining, 
with anti-social behaviour their largest 
grievance. 

Age also seems to be a factor. A stag¬ 
gering 49 per cent of 16-24 year olds 
admitted to quarrelling with the neigh¬ 
bours, whilst the 55-64 age group, at 24 
per cent, was least likely to have done so. 

Geographically, the report identified 
that those living in the south are over 10 
per cent more likely to have had neigh¬ 
bourly disputes sometime during the 
last year than those living in the North 
or Midlands. 

The conclusion would seem to indicate 
that if we want harmonious neighbourly 
relations we should move next-door to a 
quiet, 60-year-old Yorkshireman. 

Investors drawn to 
our seaside location 

SHEPWAY runs from Folkestone all the 
way along the coast to Dungeness. 

The area is steeped in history with a 
wide range of property types from grand 
mansion houses to flats and bungalows. 

Folkestone, being the larger town, has 
the widest selection of properties. Prices 
currently start at about £100,000 which 
remains quite affordable when com¬ 
pared to the rest of Kent. 

Estate agents say that Folkestone 
remains more expensive than Dover but 
cheaper than Ashford and Canterbury. 

Whilst the majority of sales are local, 
an increasing number of investors are 
being drawn to Shepway for the attrac¬ 
tive seaside location. 

The threefold prospect of the high 
speed rail link coming to Folkestone in 
2009, the town centre being developed 
and the harbour re-development means 
that investors are desperate to get on 
board and buy now before prices 
increase. 


AS THE property market slows 
down, open house viewings could 
be the next big thing for vendors 
struggling to sell their homes. 

Already the norm in the USA and Australia, 
the trend seems to be catching on here. 

Open viewings see vendors throw open their 
doors on a fixed day, usually at the weekend, 
inviting potential buyers to view their home 
without the constraints of having to make a 
prior appointment. 

Traditionally the domain of prestigious 
houses, the open house is usually seen as an 
efficient way for estate agents to condense 
many viewings into one day or to introduce 
competitive hype between buyers for high 
demand properties. 

However, with a sluggish property market, 
the ‘open house’ can be a useful marketing tool 
for enthusiastic vendors who are prepared to

be pro-active in selling their own home. It 
seems to makes sense. Most estate agents are 
closed at the weekend when a large number of 
people are free to look at potential homes. 

Buyers can wander around the property at 
their leisure and vendors can prepare for a 
single public viewing, rather than trying to 
live in a constant state of readiness for ad-hoc 
appointments. 

I recently made my own foray into open 
viewings whilst trying to sell my two-bedroom, 
terraced cottage. 

It had been on the market for six weeks 
with only a sprinkling of interest and one sole 
viewing. 

Belying first impressions, it really is quite 
spacious inside with a lovely, large rear garden 
but with the tired phrase ‘must be viewed’ not 


doing the trick, frustration lead me to arrange 
an open day. 

I had to face the fact that I was inviting not 
only potential buyers but also local nosey 
parkers into my home, but I decided I didn’t 
mind on the basis that local gossip can still 
generate sales. 

Despite short notice - three days to be pre¬ 
cise - and therefore only limited advertising, 
between noon and 4pm on the Sunday I had 
six potential buyers look around. 

Obviously, precautions had to be taken with 
regard to security. Friends helped out and I 
removed valuables, personal items and keys. 
Asking interested parties to pre-register with 
the agent also prevents people wandering in 
off the street. 

Overall, I thought it was a day well spent but 
as for the results? A second viewing was 
requested by one potential buyer -1 wait with 
interest.

Small diesels gather 
favour in used market 


USED diesel supermini values have 
rocketed, with premiums over equivalent 
petrol models doubling in some cases. 

According to market watchers at the 
trade ‘bible’, Glass’s Guide, two and 
three-year old diesel examples of best 
sellers like the Ford Fiesta (pictured) 
and Peugeot 206, for instance, command 
£500 more than petrol rivals now when 
the margin was just £200 a year ago. 

The trend is attributed not only to 
economy, but also to increasing diesel 
refinement at this end of the market. 



Chrysler's retro clout 
confounds the critics 

CRITICS of Chrysler’s retro 300C have 
been contradicted by the executive car’s 
solid secondhand values after two years 
on the UK market. 

A CAP motor trade guide spokesman 
said: “A two-year-old diesel Chrysler 300C 
with 30,000 miles on the clock is worth an 
impressive 67 per cent of the £25,750 it 
cost when new. In contrast, a BMW 525D 
of a similar age that cost £31,115 in 2005 
is currently worth £19,300 - that’s 62 per 
cent retained value.”

famous D and E-Type sports models. 

Apart from that, this car is ‘New Jaguar’ 
with distinctive vents on the wings and an alu¬ 
minium body some 25 per cent lighter than 
rivals like the equally svelte Mercedes SL and 
lumpier BMW 6-Series. 

This adds to excellent cornering for this 
muscular-yet-smooth riding car and allows it 
to sprint to 60 in less than six seconds, and 
average around 25mpg - almost environmen- 
tally-ffiendly for this market sector. 

But that’s in ‘standard’ 300bhp 4.2-litre V8 
form as tested here. There is also a loony 
supercharged 420bhp XKR, but who needs 
that when the ‘cooking version’ drives and 
sounds so good - the V8 delivers the right 
sound without being intrusive. 

The auto gearbox and manual selection via 
the steering wheel paddles is creamy too, and 
there are some nice touches inside: push-but¬ 
ton starter, classy seats - though the rear ones 
are useless for carrying even the smallest kids 
- plus a decent boot for this class of car. 

Yes, it would be great if the XK proved to be 
the moment that innovation rather than tradi¬ 
tion launched a Jaguar revival. 


LISTENING to old guard cus¬ 
tomers clamouring for tradition got 
Jaguar into a right old mess. 

The marque had been pandering to a vocif¬ 
erous minority that was dying out, instead of 
looking after the ever-changing dynamic busi¬ 
ness class that brought Jaguar to power in the 
50s and 60s, when innovation was its mantra 
not tradition. 


Fortunately, as Jag seems set to change 
hands again - Ford is in talks with Indian 
buyers - innovation is back in vogue and the 
pivotal model will be next year’s XF replace¬ 
ment for the very retro S-Type saloon. 

But history may recall that change began 
with the latest XK Coupe and Convertible 
models. 


We tested a Coupe and, as if to underline 
change, our car was bright red with the option¬ 
al alloy-look dashboard rather than ‘tradition¬ 
al’ wood. 


Its sharper lines are a nod to the future 
too, though there is the briefest backward 
glance - an oval grille, as worn by the

THE South East has the highest num¬ 
ber of employment tribunal claims relat¬ 
ed to sex discrimination in the UK, 
according to figures published by 
employment relations firm Acas. 

The South East had 2,255 claims in 
the year. London came second with 920. 

The South East also saw the highest 
number of employment tribunal claims 
relating to working time with 1,113. 
Unfair dismissal was clearly the biggest 
workplace worry for South East work¬ 
ers, with 3,520 claims made.

THE future of the International Hockey 
Festival is in the balance after Kent and 
Sussex Regional league umpires deemed the 
facilities at Folkestone’s Cheriton Road 
ground unplayable. 

The festival celebrated its 100th anniver¬ 
sary last year, but the event has gone downhill 
according to organisers, and no longer attracts 
top-quality hockey sides. 

The event is usually held over the course of 
the Easter weekend and is the oldest festival 
in the country. 

It is organised by Folkestone Optimist 
Hockey Club, who have been using the artifi¬ 
cial pitch since it was laid in 1987. 

The club claims the pitch has deteriorated so 
badly that the Men’s 1st XI have been forced 
to play their games at the Towers School in 
Ashford. 

Chairman Steve Shaw said: “The lights are 
not suitable for league hockey and on top of 
that, when they are damaged they are not 
properly repaired. 

“For the last 10 years it has been degraded 


to such a level that we cannot play on it. Grass 
is growing through one side of the astro turf 
and the drainage is appalling.” 

Shaw expects the festival to go ahead next 
year, but said if there is no upgrade in facilities 
at Cheriton Road, it will be even harder to 
stage the event. 

He said: “Over the years the level of the 
pitches has just degraded and it has meant the 
festival has become just a social event now and 


there is no quality hockey there anymore.” 

A Shepway District Council spokeswoman 
said: ‘We recognise that due to the age of the 
pitch there are some problems and we have 
been doing our best to improve the situation 
with remedial work. Though the replacement 
of the pitch has been highlighted as a priority, 
this will be very costly and we have to look at 
our options alongside other calls on our limit¬ 
ed resources.”
